The person or persons having the right to a body
for burial may likewise consent to such use of the body or parts there-
of. Any such disposition of hig own body may be revoked by the
testator or grantor at any time prior to his death by the execution of
a written instrument in the same manner as the original grant.”

SEC. 9. In the event such deceased person, whose body has been
used for scientific purposes as provided herein, shall own or have the
right of burial in a private or family cemetery lot in the state of
Iowa, that such deceased person’s body shall be buried in such lot.
